To My Many Friends Whom I Have

This invisible view of the ehurch is 
a product of denominationalism. Find- 
ing that their many doctrines and be- 
liefs could not be harmonized with 
new Testament teaching on the 
Church they were foreed to abandon 
the idea of anyone of them being the 
Church and in order to meet the oppo- 
sition they submitted to this theory of 
the invisible; but I notice it is only 
a theory, for when they receive their 
members they invariably leave the im- 
pression that they are being taken in. 
to the real Church and the same is 
true with their being excluded. This 
shows that they are not sincere in 
their teaching of the invisible church. 
Just how Pentecostal people are 
caught in this trap is a mystery to me, 
but it is hard for'us to get free from 
our traditions. 

Another thing I wish to consider is 
the spirit of worldliness in the church. 
This is capturing its thousands and 
especially our young people. John 
says, “Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If any 
many love the world, the love of the 
father is not in him. For all that is 
in the world, the lust of the flesh and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, is not of the father, but is of the 
world. And the world passeth away, 
and the lust thereof: but he that doeth 
the will of God abideth for ever.” 

“The lust of the flesh” and the ap 
petites and passions of the body are 
causing. many to lose their victory. 
Through these channels they seem to 
be the victim of their fleshly instincts 
and are powerless to direct their 
minds in ehannels of right thinking. 
“The lust of the eye”—thousands 
have never learned that Christian peo- 
ple should look on the things that are 
not seen instead of the things which 
are seen. So many have their eyes 
full of adultery that cannot cease from 
sin. They are ever ready to court 
every little suggestive step from the 
opposite sex and are constantly on 
the outlook for such things. If their 
eyes happen to fall on a suspicious 
character, they are powerless to re 
sist and begin to hang around after 
them in such a way as to arouse the 
suspicions of people who have good 
discernment and when you undertake 
to rescue them, they are ready to 
plead innocence and misjudge you. It 


seems that this spirit is deceptive al- | 


so, blinding the eyes of those who are 
affected by it. 

“The pride of life’—we are living 
in an age when the world seems to 
be governed by a spirit called the 
pride of life. It manifests itself in 
many ways. Men have become proud 
of their standing in society and every- 
thing’ is strained in an effort to main- 
tain a position of honor among a 
certain class of people. In political 
lines their ambition is to reach a 
position that will give them notoriety. 
Nowhere is this so hateful as in the 
religious world. I have seen minis- 
ters whose highest ambition was to 
reach a place of honor and renown 
among the rich, educated, and re- 
nowned of the church or denomination 
to which they belong. Possibly no 
form of pride can and does effect peo- 
ple more than the form of pride in 
dress. 

In New York city there is-a woman 
employed by the originators of the new 
styles. Her only business is to walk 
the streets attired in the latest style 
of dress. She is known by all the city 
as the one to look to for the styles. 
It was stated in a New York paper 
that within two hours after she was 
seen with a certain new fashion, sev- 
en hundred sales were made. 

This shows how pride in dress has 
the people bound, an oh, how awful 
to see this in the church. Preacher’s 
wives dressed in the latest styles, no 
matter how disgusting and immodest. 
Ivhave seen many a good message 
ruined by immodest dress. How beau- 
tiful it.is to see a woman. preacher 
dressed in a neat frock with plenty of 
cloth in it reaching to the shoetops, 
wrists, and collarbone with a neat 
white collar above that, and her hair 
which was given her for a covering 
dressed in plain modest way that 
beccmes holiness. 

I am beginning to believe that this 
spirit of pride is also a deeeptive 
spirit for there ean be no line of 
argument brought to bear that will 
be heeded, no matter from what source 
it comes. The elders may advise, the 
‘assemblies may counsel and form con- 
clusions but all to no avail. Once I 
was conversing with a number of sis- 
ters on this line and referred them to 
the writings of Peter and Paul, and 
they said Paul hated women and was 
not to be considered as capable of 
giving good council: I said, ie 
pity!” and walked away. 

Then we have the spirit of a eh 
and impatience. This spirit is slip- 
ping up on us and causing many tg 
loose their sweetness. How we do 
need patience and forbearance toward 
each other 

Then there is the spirit of tattling 
and tale bearing. This is working 
havoc in the church. We pick up a 
report from any source and pass it 
along to another without considering 
whether it is true or not.. Much harm 
is coming from this kind of conduct. 
One of our deacons in Cleveland has 
suggested that members who practice 
this be dealt with in the church. A 
timely suggestion. ~ 

Then there is the spirit of narrow- 
ness. We areso afraid of compromis- 
ing with poeple of other beliefs that 
we hardly recognize them when they 
come to our services, and we want to 
consider it a sin to be present af Say.
